As of this writing, 
Flynt has yet to be sen- 
tenced In the Atlanta 
cases. His first Georgia 
obscenity trial, in Law- 
renceville, ended after he 
was shot by a would-be as- 
sassin. He's still paralyzed 
from mid-thigh down. 

The hottest new 
trends In women's 
fashions these days 
have been inspired by a 
relatively obscure comic- 
book artist named BILL 
WOGGOM and his long- 
defunct Katy Keene 
strip. Published by Archie 
Comics, Katy Keene was 
a back-up in the humor 
titles in the late 1940s, 
but then had Its own mag- 
azine from 1 950 to 1 961. 
Katy, the main character, 
was one of those leggy, 
big-busted types that 
populated the "girl's" 
and "romance" titles of 
the day. What made Katy 
Keene different, how- 
ever, was the dazzling ar- 
ray of slinky dresses, off- 
beat hats and hairdos and 
panel after panel of funky, 
mltdy suggestive cos- 
tumes Woggon drew for 
Katy. Most were designed 
in pell men fashion by 
Woggon, who's now an il- 
lustrator of religious col- 
oring books, but many 
other outfits were sug- 
gested by Katy Keene 
fans who mailed in 
sketches. The Katy- 
Inspired fashions got 
their initial kick off in 
January during a main- 



window display at i^ew 
York's chic Saks Fifth 
Avenue store. The frilly, 
kooky stuff has since 
been lovingly praised by 
the fashion critics and 
designers have been add- 
ing "Katy clothes" to 
their lines. The Saks dis- 
play was developed by a 
staff fashion coordinator, 
34-year-old MARILESE 
FLUSSER, an unabashed 
Katy Keene fanatic. 
"Katy-type fashion is 
happening today," she 
says. "Strapless dresSes, 
form-fitting tops, slit 
skirts, sexy shoes, con- 
versation-piece hats . . . 
they're pure Katy! Not on- 
ly that, but today there 
are places like discos 
where you can wear fun 
outfits and movie-star 
clothes." Flusser, who's 
writing a book on Woggon 
and Katy Keene, says 
many top fashion design- 
ers have admitted to her 
that they were "closet" 
Katy fans during their 
childhood. 

RICK MARSCHALL is 
spearheading Mar- 
vel's drive to pro- 
duce an upscale, adult 
comic of the Heavy 
Metal Ilk. After repeated 
name and emphasis 
changes, the book is pre- 
sently titled Epic lllus- 
trated, features 80 
pages, many in full- 
process color, a long list 
of big-name contributors, 
a monthly frequency and 
a S 1 .50 cover price. Man- 
aging editor Marschall 
says the book is a "pet 
project" of Marvel pub- 
lisher STAM LEE. It was 
Lee, Marschall says, who 
convinced corporate big- 
wigs, including president 
JIM GALTON, to produce 
the book. The first issue, 
with a print run of 
300,000 copies, will go 
on sale in late July and 
set the editorial tone for 
later Issues. It'll include 
comics, especially a high- 
ly-touted strip from new- 
comer ART SOYDAN, a 
text fiction piece, an in- 
terview with a non-comic 
"fantasy" personality and 
humor illustrations by 
FRED HEMBECK. "We're 



playing it for college-age 
and older audiences, peo- 
ple who've possibly read 
normal Marvel comics 
and given up on them," 
Marschall says. "Our ad- 
vertising slogan's going 
to be something like 'Re- 
member how you used to 
like comics?'" 

ARTIE ROMERO, a 
long- time comic- 
art fan, has gotten 
out about a year's worth 
of Cascade Comix 
Monthly, all to enthusias- 
tic reviews. A digest-sized 
"fanzine" about the un- 
derground comix field, 
Romero's magazine in- 
cludes interviews with 
rarely discussed "ug" art- 
ists, news, reviews and 
comic strips. Cascade Is 
growing very fast and 
very sophisticated; it's a 
must if your comics inter- 
est runs beyond the Mar- 
vel/DC syndrome. A six- 
issue subscription is 93, 
available from Everyman 
Studios, 432 S. Cascade, 
Colorado Springs, Co. 
80903. 

Romero's book isn't 
the only underground 
publication around, how- 
ever. The longest-running 
is Comix World, a weekly 
newsletter published and 
edited by CLAY GEER- 
DES, a critic whose Inter- 
ests are thankfully wider 
than most people's in the 
field. Geerdes edits CW 
with an eye towards the 
new, a distinctly upbeat 
view of the "ugs" and a 
dour, their-day-has-past 
view of the Marvel and DC 
output. His 2-page week- 
lies are invaluable— and 
they've been invaluable 
for a lot of years. A 
24-issue sub. forS 6.00 is 
available from Geerdes at 
Box 7081. Berkeley. Ca. 
94707. 

GERALD J. SLADE. 
chairman, president 
and chief executive 
officer of Western Pub- 
lishing, has been under 
considerable pressure 
ever since It was announc- 
ed that Mattel, Inc. is ac- 
quiring the company. 
Western is primarily a 
toy-store-oriented pub- 



lishing house, but is a 
the parent company of 
Whitman Books and Gold 
Key comicsi Mattel is the 
nation's leading toy- 
maker. The sale, reliably 
reported to be a cash-and- 
stock transfer, has been 
estimated at about S12I 
million, but Some observ- 
ers feel Slade is letting 
Western go too cheaply. 
"Obviously, if I didn't 
think it was a very good 
deal for Western share- 
holders, we wouldn't have 
signed the letter of Intent 
to sell," he snaps at i 
quiring reporters and 
security analysts. 

The comic-distributor 
lawsuit we me 
tioned inpassing last 
issue shapes up some- 
thing like this: According 
to papers on file in Fed- 
eral District Court in Bal- 
timore on March 6, 1979, 
IRWIN SCHUSTER, a 
Maryland-based comics 
dealer, is suing Cadence 
and Magazine Manage- 
ment (Marvel's parent 
firms); DC Comics and 
DCs parent, Warner 
Communications; 
O'Quinn Studios, pub- 
lishers of Starlog maga- 
zine; and comics dealers 
PHIL SEULING and 
MARK FELDMAN. All are 
accused of conspiring to 
monopolize the comics 
market and force Schus- 
ter and his company, Irjax 
Enterprises, out of the 
comics business in the 
Baltimore-Washington 
area, Schuster is also su- 
ing Seuling and his com- 
pany, Sea Gate Distribu- 
tors, for libel. Schuster 
and irjax are asking up- 
wards of $5 million In 
damages. Everyone in- 
volved has denied the alle- 
gations or is negotiating 
with Schuster's lawyers. 
Seuling, however, has 
filed a counter-claim 
against Schuster and 
another distributor, De- 
troit-based Big Rapids, 
and filed a cross claim 
against Cadence, Maga- 
zine Management and DC. 
Seuling is asking upwards 
of $3 million in damages. 
A trial Is presently set for 
October 1.
